IiOrd Dufferin on the Do- 
minion. 

(From the London Times, Jalj8.| 

The Canada Club entertained the 
Earl of Dulierin, Governor General of 
Canada, and a select party of other 
guests at dinner in tho Albion yesterday 
evening. Mr. G. T. Brooking was Chair- 
man and Mr. Charles Churchill Vice 
President, and tho company included the 
Duke of Mnuciiestor, M.P. ; Mr. Guilders, 
M. P.; Sir Clinton Murdoch, K. CM. G. ; 
Lieutenant General Sir Hustings Doyle 
and many other distinguished person- 
ages. 

In proposing the toast of tho evening, 
'•The health of tho Governor Gouoral of 
Canada and Prosperity to tlio Dominion," 
tho Chairman expressed the opinion that 
a more successful administration than 
His Excoiloncy'a had seldom boon wit- 
nessed in that part of the Empire. 

LORD DTJfFERIN's BPKBOH. 

The Earl of Dufferin said: in rising 
to return thanks for tho honor which lias 
been done mo by this splendid entertain- 
ment, and for the kind and cordial man- 
ner in which my health lias been receiv- 
ed, I hope it will bo understood that, 
however deeply 1 may feel the compli- 
ment thus paid me— and words would 
fail to express all that I experience on 
that BCoro— my personal gratitude and 
satisfaction is absorbed and lost in the 
prouder consciousness that this brilliant 
assembly and the distinguished men 1 
see around me are met, uot so much for 
the purpose of extending a welcome to a 
mere individual like myself, but that 
they have been brought together by tho 
deeire to pay a tribute of respect to tho 
great Dominion over which I have the 
honor to preside, and to testify their sym- 
pathy in the most marked and generous 
manner wi'.Li that noble community, their 
kinsmen nnd fellow citizens, who on tho 
other Bide of tho Atlantic are engaged in 
building up a nationality cognate to their 
own, instinct with tho same high spirit of 
constitutional freedom, and determined 
to prove itself a powerful and worthy 
member of tho British Empire. (Cheers.) 
My lords aud gentlemen, it is this consi- 
deration alone which can give import- 
ance and significance to tho demonstra- 
tion of to-night and to proceedings which 
will be scanned and discussed with un- 
speakable pride and pleasure by thou- 
sands of your fellow subjects in their 
distant Canadian homes — (Hear, hear!) 
— for if there is ono predilection more 
marked than another in tho Canadian 
peoplo, if there is one passion — if I may 
so call it — which predominates over every 
Other feeling in their breasts, if there is 
one Bpeoial message which u person in 
my situation is bound to transmit from 
them to you. it is this: that they desire 
to maintain intact and unimpaired thoir 
connection with thin country; that they 
cherish an ineradicable conviction of the 
pre-eminent value of the political system 
nnder which they live, and that they are 
determined to preserve pure and uncou- 
taminate all the traditional cbaractcristiea 
of England's prosperous policy. (Cheers. ) 
But, my lords and gentlemen, I should bo 
convoying to you a wrong impression if I 
gave you to understand that tho enthu- 
siastic loyalty of the Canadian peoplo to 
the Crown and person of our gracious 
Sovereign, their tender and yearning love 
for the mother country, their desire to 
claim their part in the future fortune of 
the British Empire, aud to bustuin all the 
obligations such a position may imply, 
was born of any weak or unworthy spirit 
of dependence. (Hear, hoar, i So far from 
that being the case no characteristic of 
the national feeling is m ire strongly 
marked than their confidence in their 
ability to shape their own destinies to 
their appointed issues, their jealous pride 
of tho legislative autonomy with which 
they have beon endowed, and their j patri- 
otic and personal devotion to tho land 
within whose uinple bosom they have 
been nurtured, and which they justly re- 
gard as more largely dowered with all 
that can endear a country to its sons than 
any other in tho world (cheers.) Aud 
here, perhaps, I may bo permitted to re- 
mark on the extraordinary ability aud in- 
telligence with which the French portion 
of Her Majesty's subjects in Canada join 
with their British fellow countrymen in 
working and developing the constitution- 
al privileges with which, thanks to the 
initiative they were the first to take, their 
country has been endowed. Our French 
fellow countrymen are, in fact, more par- 
liamentary than tho English themselves, 
and ia the various fortunes of tho colony 
thoro have never been wanting French 
statesmen of eminence to claim an equal 
share with their British colleagues in shap- 
ing the history of the Dominion. What- 
ever may be the case elsewhere, in Cana- 
da, at all events, the French race has 
learned the golden rule of moderation 
and tho neoessity of arriving at practical 
results by tho occasional sacrifice of logi- 
cal symmetry and the settlement of dis- 
putes in the spirit of a generous compro- 
mise. (Cheers. ) The fruit of this happy 
state of things is observable in the fact 
that nowhere do those differences r>f 
opinion which divide the political world 
of every country separate the Canadian 
nation either into religious nr ethnologi- 
cal fractions. Ltoligiun and race are. of 
course, observable forces acting within 
our body politic, but as far .is 1 have re- 
marked the divisions of party are perpen- 
dicular rather than horizontal, and in n 
conntry and borough election as often as 
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been unalterably fixed and determined, 
and that she is destined to move within 
her own separate aud individual orbit. 
ho far from regarding this with jealousy, 
tho public of tho United States contem- 
plate with a genorous enthusiasm the 
daily progress of Canada's prosperous 
career. In faot, they are wise enough to 
understand that it is infinitely to the 
advantage of the human raeo "that tho 
depressing monopoly of Dolitical thoughts 
on the American Continent should bo 
varied and enlivened by the development 
of a political system akin to, yot diverse 
from, their own, productive of a friendly 
emulation, aud offering many points of 
contrast and comparison which thoy al: 
ready begin to feol thoy can study with 
advantage (Choors.) My lords' and 
gentlemon.i havo to apologize for having 
detained you at so great a length, but 
before 1 sit down I cannot help expres- 
sing my deop obligation to the gou- 
tloman who proposed my health for the 
kindly and friendly terms in which he 
has been good enough to alludo to mo as 
an individual. In reply my only regret 
is that, my ability and talents should not 
bo commonsurate with tho desire by 
which I am possessed of roudoriug it ef- 
fectual service. Happily, however, its 
present condition, the fortunate consu- 
motion of all those aspirations which have 
been crowned by confederation under the 
powerful auspices of ono of my predeces- 
sors, and tho satisfactory impulse given 
to its young life by tho wiso administra- 
tion of another, have superinduced so 
halcyon an epoch as to have rendered it a 
comparatively easy task for a successor 
of less eminence and shorter experience 
than theirs to carry out tho task which 
they so happily inaugurated. If, there- 
fore, at the end of the next three years I 
shall be able to complete my term under 
the sumo happy circumstances which 
have hitherto characterized its duration; 
if I can carry away with me homo to Eng- 
land the consciousness that the people of 
Canada regard mo as having boon at all 
events a faithful, loving and devoted ser- 
vant to the Dominion; if at thosamo time 
I am fortunate enough to havo merited 
the approval of my sovereign and country- 
mou at home 1 shall consider few public 
servants will have ever roaped so honor- 
able and so dearly prized a reward. (Loud 
cheers. ) 

"Tho Health of tho Guests'' was then 
drank, and tho Earl of Kimberly in a few 
words responded for them. Shortly af- 
terward tho company broke up.

Rov. Mr. Hammond, tho noted revival- 
ist, held what ho tonus "a union prayer 
and praise meeting" at Wesley Church 
yesterday morning.

His voice is loud withoul I 
his words energetic and forcible, and have 
eloquence and fervor which wo had been 
led to expect were characteristic of the 
rov. gentleman. The mode of procedure 
was decidedly novel. Mr. Hammond 
would say a few words on Iho subject 
nearest his hoart,- the Christian religion, 
—and then the Choir would singe hymn. 
Mr. Hammond or some other gemtlemni) 
would next say a few wor Is more, and 
give out another hymn, and so on till the 
bonodiction was pronounced. Wo are 
unablo to. say to what denomination Mr. 
Hammond belongs; porhaps tho gentle- 
man's own definition ol his e reed willcomo 
nearest the murk. He Buys he "belongs 
to Christ." Wo believe that the churches 
of all denominations have opened their 
doors wide to Mr. Hammond, and that 
ho .has succeeded in awakening some 
minds to an interest in religion that had 
heretofore been callous on the subject. If 
Mr. Hammond bo the man lie is repre- 
sented he will find plenty of work in our 
midst — plenty of sinners who want to bo 
regenerated if they can only be show n 
the way. 

In tho evening Mr, Hammond attract- 
ed a large audience, many of whom were 
ladies, at Philharmonic Hall. On the 
platform were the rev. gentlnmeu w, 
have mentioned as present at the morn- 
ing service with the addition of the Revs. 
Messrs. McGregor, Jamiesou and Nichol- 
son, of the Presbyterian mission. The 
revivalist gave out mum hymns ami thus 
laid tho foundatit n foi a fervid address 
on Christ, mainly ad Ireased to yi ang 
children, about 100 of whore were pre- 
sent. His discourse was interspersed 
with prayer, anecdotes, and short, epi- 
grammatic sentences, which seemed to j 
interest the audience greatly.

He said I 
that lie and several other boys went to 
one ol these meetings at Seattle a week 
ago to cut up all they could; he heard 
Mr. Hammond talk and he began to feel 
bad; Saturday night ho felt worst?; Sun- 
day night worse still; he prayed and 
prayed and on Monday ho and other boys 
got religion. He had been to Olympia 
and told the little boys there how" good 
Jesus had been to him, and he came to 
Victoria for the same purpose. Mr. Ham- 
mond remarked that (iod had broken the 
boy's heart all to pieces. He generally 
illustrates his stories. For instance; he 
took a watch from his pocket to incnlcate 
a moral. He swung tho watch back and 
forth by the chain, remarkuig, "If this 
chain were to break it would send the 
watch kiting like a spark." When he de- 
scribed how the crown of thorns was 
pressed down upon JesaV head ho made 
tho flesh creep as ho portrayed the agony 
of the thorns entering the Saviour's 
brow.

Iron pipes are in use o-er tho 
city at prosent; they are cheaper, less lia- 
ble to be injured or to got out of order, 
but aro supposed not to last as long as 
load. Load is dearer, more liable to burst 
or leak and if adopted will keep tho 
plumbors employed. 

Whatever kind tho Couucil in their 
wisdom may adopt by all moans have 
them laid by contract. Nothing will so 
eat out water rovenuo as a hordo of om- 
ployes. That closo-martaged corpora- 
tion tho Gas Company, after trying both 
ways, has had the servioos laid for years 
by contract. It will very much incroaso 
tho number of consumers if they aro al- 
lowed to deduct tho cost of service pipos 
from the water-rate.

An Answer by Mr. Brydges 
to Mr. Potter's attack on 
Canadian Raiways- 

Ottawa, July 2:5. 
An official communication, adrlroHa- 
ed by instruction to Hon. Alex. Mac- 
kenzie bj Mr. C. J. Brydyes, h (lH been 
received at the Department. The 
coniumnicatioa is very long, tho fol- 
lowing being the gist of it:— It has 
been proved from tho reports and 
documents of tho Grand Trunk Rail- 
way Company that the statement that 
upwards of £30,000,000 of English 
capital has been hopelessly sunk iu 
tins railway is not true. It has been 
shown that the actual cash sent from 
England and expended in building 
and completing the line has been less 
than £12,000,000, and that a net profit 
was earned in 1874 of £-100,000, or 
four per cent, upon the actual cash 
expenditure upon the Grand Trunk 
Railway. It has been proved that 
the statement that only £80,000 was 
divided amongst the English share- 
holders in 187-1 was not truo, tho amount 
of £'100,000 having been earned and paid 
according to tho Company's o svn state 
monts, It has been proved that the Great 
Western Company has paid from its not 
earnings during twenty-one years an ag- 
gregate for interest on bonds and divi- 
dends on shares hold in England of no 
less than £-1,642,000, or an average of 
£221,0U0 a year. It liua boon proved that 
the Northern Railway has not 'wiped out' 
its share capital, that it is regularly pay- 
ing the interest upon its bonds, which 
are all held in England, and that any 
portion of its capital that is not being 
paid upon is almost entirely held in Can- 
ada. It has been shown that the two 
short lines mentioned by Mr. Pottor, the 
Presoott ami Ottawa and tho Canada Cen- 
tral, have had their Canadian, and not 
their English, capital "wiped out," and 
that the money found by Canada for tho 
construction of those lines has been sunk 
for the exclusive benefit of tho English 
firms who supplied tho rails and took 
bonds in payment. It has been shown 
that the two narrow guago lines, tho cap- 
ital of which has almost entirely been 
found in Canada, have thus far honestly- 
paid their interest as it became due, and 
it is hoped will continue to do so despite 
Mr. Potter's sneers and insinuations 
against their credit. With the recovery 
of the trade of this continent from its 
present depression Canada will provide a 
fair rate of interest upon tho aotual cash 
outlay expended by English capitalists 
in constructing railways by private com- 
panies. The const ruction of the local 
lines now in progress is almost entirely 
being carried on by Canadian capital and 
credit. They aro nearly all feeders to ex- 
isting lines, and if they are in some cases 
being constructed in advance of actual 
wants, they are opening up important 
districts oi country for settlement, und 
developing for tho benefit of tho v hole 
country and its industries, the population 
and wealth of Canada. Canada has al- 
ready expended at her own cost about 
£12,000,000 in aid of existing private 
railways, and in constructing feeders to 
their traffic, She is now also expending 
large sums annually for railways into her 
new westorn territory, and in furtherance 
of British policy on this oontinent, by a 
railway connection between tho Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans,

On July i b the department of tho 
interior buildings in Yeddo wore des- 
troyed by fire. A great number of 
ancient, historical documents, of which 
no copies exist, and tho ontiro collec- 
tion of maps on whioh tho surveying 
bureau wore engaged for four years, 
woro destroyed.
